1. Attached is a memorandum, dated 2 August 1979, from Ambassador 
Bowdler, Chairman, DSRC, which confirms that the special reporting requirement 
is no longer in effect. (U) 


2. The requirement referred to was that from 20 July 1978 to 1 July 
1979, all external research projects dealing with the Soviet Union “in any 
respect" should be submitted to the DSRC for formal review and clearance 
before contract. Ambassador Bowdler's action in terminating this require- 
ment restores the normal procedure by which potentially sensitive projects, 
including all that involve foreign travel and/or contact with foreign 
nationals, are to be submitted for clearance prior to contact, while 
foreign affairs projects not considered sensitive are to be reported within 
five working days after the contract arrangements have been worked out. (U)
